Shortly after dusk, when the 
official communique was released 
giving the text of the announce- 
ment in the House of Commons 
by Arthur Creech-Jones that 
Jewish leaders were to be freed, 
their families, members of the 
Jewish Agency, the Jewish Na- 
tional Council and Histadruth ex- 
ecutives, gathered outside the 
camp at Latrun. 

Inside the camp the men who 
were to be released addressed an 
informal meeting of other pris- 
oners, assuring them they would 
fight to free all of them, so that 
“there should be no Jewish po- 
litical detainees in the Jewish 
homeland.” They then entered 
police cars, which took them out 
of the camp precincts. 

However, as soon as the cars 
passed the gates, the freed pris- 
oners alighted and were sur- 
rounded by their families, friends 
and photographers. 

Remez left immediately for his 
home in Tel Aviv, while the Jew- 
ish Agency chiefs went to Jeru- 
salem headquarters of the 
Agency where a huge crowd 
awaited them.

Details of Battle Given; 
Arabs Give No Warning

JERUSALEM—Two Jews were 


killed at dawn on Sunday and 
nine injured, three of them seri- 
ously, when a group of Arabs at- 
tacked a party of settlers who 
had begun establishing a new 
colony in the Huleh area of 
northern Palestine, near Kfar 
Blum. Two Arabs were also killed 
and one injured. 

The attack began when the 
Arabs fired at the settlers who 
had started ploughing the land 
and erecting buildings. A battle 
lasting more than an hour en- 
sued and peace was not restored 
until the arrival of troops and 
police. The dead men, one of 
whom was a member of the Jew- 
ish settlement police, are Shlomo 
Ben Yehuda, 38, and Itzhak Ben 
Tov, 18. 

After the Arabs had been 
cleared from the land, which is 
owned by the Jewish National 
Fund, the settlers proceeded with 
their work and by early after- 
noon the colony had been com- 
pleted. It is the seventeenth set- 
tlement to be established in the 
last month. It will be called 
“Neoth Mordechai.” 

The 25 youths who are to re- 
main in residence arrived before 
dawn in the company of fifty 
neighbors and 12 settlement po- 
licemen. They erected a barbed- 
wire blocked and one pre-fabri- 
cated house and were preparing 
to continue, when attacked. The 
Arabs, who claimed that the 
Jews had enclosed a small sec- 
tion of land which did not belong 
within the colony’s boundaries, 
opened fire without warning, kill- 
ing Ben Yehuda and Ben Tov. 

Using sticks and knives. they 
then engaged in a hand-to-hand 
battle with the colonists until 
they were driven off, when they 
established themselves behind 
trees and rocks and continued 
sniping. They later withdrew fur- 
ther when the settlement police 
and several other Jews launched 
an attack. 








Boston UJA Drive Hits $6,850,000

BOSTON—In a brilliant con- 


clusion the Boston United Jew- 
ish Appeal drive raised-a phe- 
nomenal total of $6,850,000 as 
against an original goal of $5, 
425,000. 





The three are among fifteen per- 
sons held in connection with the 
blast.

The announcement follows the 
“communique” by the Irgun as- 
suming responsibility for the 
bombing. 

Drumberton Nahon, Jewish 
Agency representative in Italy, 
sent a letter to British Ambassa- 
dor Sir Noel Charles voicing his 
“deep horror’ at the Irgun’s 
claim it blasted the embassy. 
Nahon stated that it’s up to the 
police to ascertain the truth of 
the statement, adding that the 
bombing is the “kind of criminal 
act which the Jewish Agency in 
Palestine has already condemned 
in a most explicit way.” 

The Union of Jewish Com- 
munities in Italy, the Organiza- 
tion of Jewish Refugees in Italy 
and also the Zionist Federation 
of Italy issued a joint statement 
disassociating their members 
from the exploSion and expressed 
formal regrets at the Irgun ac- 
tion. 





Terrorism Condemned 
By Actions Committee

JERUSALEM—tThe Small Zion- 
ist Actions Committee this week

tion the bloodshed caused by 
groups of terrorists who, by’ de- 
fying national discipline, are plac- 
ing themselves outside the ranks 
of the organized community.

Silver had refused to face an open discussion 
with me on the floor of the ZOA convention 
and rejected twice a motion both in the po- 
litical committee and on the floor of the conven- 
tion, to invite me to report to the convention. 
Dr. Silver had previously declined to call a 
meeting of the Zionist Emergency Council, as 
requested by the Committee of Eight, which 
represents the Jewish Agency executive in 
the U. S. A., for the purpose of receiving my 
report.”

CLEVELAND—Dr. Abba Hillel Silver issued 


a statement here replying to Dr. Nahum Gold- 
man’s comments on the refusal of the Zionist 
Organization of America to invite him to ad- 
dress the recent Atlantic City convention. 


“T ‘have noted Dr. Nahum Goldman’s state- 
ment to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. It is 
a characteristic bit of distortion,” Dr. Silver 
said. “The facts are as follows: The executive 
of the Zionist Organization of America, at its 
pre-convention session, voted unanimously to 
have a report of the Paris meeting of the 
executive of the Jewish Agency presented * to 


the convention. It accordingly invited Mr. 
Louis Lipsky, who is a member of the Execu- 
tive and who, unlike Dr. Goldman, is also an 
officer of the Zionist Organization of America 
and a delegate to the convention, to make such 
a report. 


“Subsequently, at the meeting of the po- 
litical committee of 100 at the convention, a 
motion to invite also Dr. Goldman was voted 
down overwhelmingly. I was not present at 
this meeting. The few who wished to hear 
Dr. Goldman forced the issue to the floor of 
the convention, where a motion to invite him 
was tabled by an overwhelming vote. Bvi- 
dently the convention did not have the same 
estimate of Dr. Goldman's indispensability as 
he himself had. 

“With regard to his complaint about my 
not calling a special meeting of the executive 
of the American Zionist Emergency Council to 
receive ‘his report, I should like to say that 
the last time Dr. Goldman was invited ‘to 
meet with this executive—which was on ‘the 
oecasion of his calamitous mission to Wash- 
imgton—he grievously misinformed the Coun- 
cil; and the unanimous agreements which were 
reached at that evening with his concurrence 
he violated the very next day. 


“Dr. Goldman should not pose as a martyr 


who has had no opportunity to tell his story. 


On the very eve of the convention of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America he held two press 
conferences where he fully explained and de- 
fended his position, and at one of ‘these, he 
also indulged im a sustained and violent at- 
tack upon me. Dr. Goldman has spoken— 
fer too ‘muh.

The blaring sound truck was driven up and down 
the main downtown en before it was called off the streets 
by police. 

-~ Leaders of the local post ‘of Jewish War Veterans, after con- 

--gultation with representatives of the ADL, decided to attend the 
meeting to observe what took place. Approximately 150 members 
. went to the meeting after being cautioned not to create a disturb- 
ance of any kind. 

The Jewish veterans heard Emory C. Burke, employee of the 
A&WP railroad, president of the Columbians, sharply criticize the 
Atlanta newspapers, the Negroes, and the Jews. Homer L. Loomis, 
32-year-old organizer and secretary of the Columbians, followed with 
a blistering attack on the Jews in which he said among other things 

/that Jews controlled the newspapers and aspired for world domin- 

‘ation. “I hate the Jews because they have never become part of the 

American way of life,” he declared. The Jew will die for what he 
pelieves but I’ve never seen one die for the American world.” 
Jewish War Vets Takes Exception To Remarks 

At the close of Loomis’ vicious tirade an unidentified Jewish 

_ fistener rose, walked slowly forward and said “Just a minute— 

half of what you’ve been saying is lies.” A handful of Columbians 

jn uniform lunged forward with cries of “throw him out.” 

The Jewish war veterans stood their ground, while some of 
their members, seeking to avoid trouble tried to quell the disturb- 
ance. Detectives assigned to keep order at the meeting quickly came 
between the two groups. Loomis announced that the remainder of 
the meeting would be closed and only Columbians allowed to stay 
im the hall. As the veterans left one was heard to remark “is this 
what we fought for or against?” 

Public opinion was aroused by the incident. An avalanche of 
denunciation was heaped upon the heads of the ‘Columbians by the 
press, the pulpit, civic groups, and the American Veterans Commit- 
tee. Aftermath of the occurrence, Saturday morning, was the arrest 
of four Columbian leaders as they and their henchmen were at- 
tempting to prevent a Negro family from moving into a semi-white 
neighborhood. The Negro said his real estate man had led him to 
believe the neighborhood was all Negro. The police stood on guard 
as he was permitted to continue moving his belongings into the 
dwelling. Two of the Columbians arrested were released on $5,000 
bonds. 
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Jewish Community Groups Meet 

Sunday morning the Jewish Community Council Public Rela- 
tions ADL Committee met jointly with the executive committee of 
the local post of Jewish War Veterans to review the situation. 

Julian Boehm, head of the committee and leading figure in 
inter-faith relations for more than two decades, characterized the 
meeting as the most serious ever held by the group. Alex Miller, 
regional ADL director, gave a complete report on the Columbians 
since their organization, and comments were made by community 
leaders and officials of the Jewish War Veterans. It was felt that 
the action on the part of the Jewish War Veterans had served to 
bring the situation to a head, and that their attendance at the Co- 
lumbian meeting would react favorably. The importance of unity 
of action, self-control and discipline was stressed. Since the case 
was in the hands of the police, it was decided to await further de- 
velopments before any other action was taken. 

According to Mr. Miller who has been working on the case for 
some time, the Columbians were organized here about four months 
ago. They had received little publicity and their meetings were very 
poorly attended until about ten days ago when they decided that 
drastic action had to be taken to arouse greater interest in their 
order. 


Beats Up Negro, Awarded Medal 

Three, members of the group subsequently beat up a Negro 
youth without provocation, and one of them, 17-year-old James R, 
Childers, was arrested and released on $500 bond. The Negro was 
also arrested and released on a $100 bond. The Columbians claimed 
it was necessary for them to patrol the streets to give “protection” 
to white persons. More than 100 members attended the next meet- 
ing of the Columbians and saw Childres presented with a medal of 
honor for meritorious service. 

Patterned along the same lines as the Christian Front move- 
ment and the Hitler Brownshirts, the Columbians were organized 
by Loomis, who said he “learned to hate Negroes and Jews and while 
living in New York and came South to do something about it.” 
Devoting all of his time to the Columbians, he is the son of a New 
York attorney. 

Up until now the Columbians have been primarily concerned 
with anti-Negro activities especially in Negro-White residential 
areas. They also recently picketed a meeting at the city auditorium 
when Rev. Louie D. Newton reported on his recent trip to Russia. 
The group wears khaki uniforms with a red lightning flash as a 
shoulder patch. There are said to be about 200 members with head- 
quarters at 82 Bartow St. NW. Meetings are held in the hall of 
the Steamfitters & Plumbers Local No. 72 of A F of L, at 198% 
Whitehall St.

sree NEW YORK—Never before in the history of American Jews 


did a Jewish issue play so prominent a role in a National election 
as did the Palestine issue in the last Congressional and Senatorial 
election in the State of New York. The old Jewish tradition of not 
jnjecting any Jewish issue into an American campaign and not to 
jive the outside world an impression that Jews vote as a people 
en-bloc according to their national interests, was on this occasion 
flagrantly and deliberately swept away by a tide of rising passion 
revolving around the Palestine issue. 

The worst offenders in this respect were the United Revisionist 
Organization which launched a vigorous campaign in the non-Jewish 

in page advertisements denouncing the Democratic administra- 
tion of President Truman and appealing to Jews to vote against it 
for no other reason except that the administration did not, according 
so the Revisionists, exert enough influence on the British Govern- 
ment to give Jews in Palestine a better deal. The Revisionists went 
even a point further, they directed a special campaign against the 
Democratic candidate for Senatorship, ex-Governor Herbert Leh- 
man, claiming that he, more than other Democratic candidates, must 
pe defeated by Jews as a protest against the Democratic Party and 
also because he did not act as a proud Jew when, as director of the 
UNRRA he refused to dismiss the anti-Semitic British General Mor- 
gan from his position as UNRRA director. . 

THIS ACCUSATION brought Dr. Stephen Wise into the fray. 
The old Jewish leader, Zionist and Liberal Democrat, came out with 
a declaration denouncing the Revisionist claim as a LIE, and he 
utilised the occasion to reveal the fact which was known privately 
to thousands, namely, that Mr. Lehman did not dismiss the British 
General because he was asked“not to do so by prominent Jewish 
Jeaders, including Henry Monsky of the B’nai B'rith, Louis Lipsky 
of the Jewish Agency, Dr. Stephen Wise, and Judge Rifkind, the 
former advisor on Jewish Affairs to General Eisenhower. The re- 
quest was made in the interest of the Jewish refugees in the camps. 

The nailing down of the lie did not however, restrain the Re 
yisionists from their further campaign of calumny of both Mr. Leh- 
man and Dr. Wise who were denounced in more page advertise- 
ments in the leading New York newspapers as Jews without dig- 
nity and honor who betray the interests of Jewry and of Palestine. 

} Unfortunately the Revisionists were not the only offenders in 
this respect. A Zionist Actions Committee which said it represented 
three hundred Zionist organizations in New York State, also came 
out with page advertisements in the Metropolitan New York press 
with a slightly veiled version of the same Revisionist argument, 
namely that Zionists and American Jews in general should register 
a ‘protest’ vote against the Truman regime and Democratic Party 
pecause of its weak and ineffectual stand on Palestine. That Com- 
mittee even went to greater lengths than the Revisionists and 
threatened Dr. Wise with disciplinary action by the Zionist Emer- 
gency Council. According to the Zionist Actions Committee, this 
was a breach of discipilne of the Zionist Emergency Council which 
forbids any one of its officers to support publicly any political can- 
didate; (but does not forbid an attack on the Democratic adminis- 
tration. 

THIS ACTION by the Revisionists and by the ‘militant’ Zion- 
ists has already called forth consternation not only in non-Zionist 
Jewish circles in New York, but even in some Zionist quarters. It 
is being felt that this is a dangerous precedent for American Jewry 
and one which may lead to grave dangers. For Jewish organizations 
to come out openly for, or against an administration, or individual 
political candidates only on the ground of the stand on Palestine 
irrespective of their merits or demerits or position on vital Ameri- 
ean issues, is a most dangerous attitude to take. It is practically 
an acknowledgement that Palestine interests or Jewish interests 
are to these people higher than purely American interests and that 
non-American issues are made the standard of an American po- 
litical campaign. 

It is quite certain that the action of the Revisionists and of the 
Zionist Actions Committee will not pass unnoticed, in this writer’s 
opinion. It will certainly become a storm center of controversy 
after the election. 

Even the Zionist “Reconstructionist” has come out with a strong 
editorial against this injection of the Palestine issue into American 
party politics.

being admitted to Palestine or 
any other country, Sidney Fia- 
tow, former UNRRA director of 
the Zeilsheim camp, asserted this 
week. 

Mr. Flatow, who is now execu- 
tive director of the American 
Federation of Polish Jews, told a 
press conference that morale in

I Think as I Please

Frustration 
E most perplexing problem facing American Jewry today 
is that which deals with bringing succor to our less fortunate 
brethren overseas. The question is one not merely of increasing 
our financial contributions, but of making available that additional 
effort which circumstances seem to require, and there’s the rub. 

No adequate or satisfactory means has yet been found for 
harnessing American Jewish concern.and interest and transform- 
ing it into practical, energizing, life-giving service. We read of 
the plight of the Jews in the D.P. camps, we seethe at the tactics 
of the British government which is strangely interpreting its 
pledge to “facilitate the achievement” of the Jewish National Home, 
we burn with indignation upon learning of helpless folk who are 
dragged from off the very shore sof Palestine to new concentration 
camps in Cyprus— and we are helpless. 

“What can we do?” is the question today asked of every speak- 
er at every public Jewish meeting dealing with the problem, and 
the failure to furnish an adequate reply is leading to a deep sense 
of frustration. The $100,000,000 campaign of the United Jewish 
Appeal to satisfy the urgent and impelling need for positive ac- 
tion, and the occasional instances of political response, such as 
picketing a British consulate, or gathering signatures, are too 
spasmodic and too remote in their apparent effect to provide 
the answer. 

IT IS AS.A RESULT of such growing frustration that many 
American Jews offer some measure of support to fringe organiza- 
tions, irrespective of their trustworthiness or responsibility, which 
cater to sensationalism. Currently New Yorkers are flocking to 
see the Ben Hecht pageant, “A, Flag Is Born,” sponsored on 
Broadway by the American League for a Free Palestine, an or- 
ganization composed of half a dozen members and a highly in- 
flated letterhead. Through the magic of the Ben Hecht pen and 
under the emotional influence of the theatrical atmosphere, audi- 
ences nightly receive temporary surcease from their feeling of 
frustration, and in witnessing the spectacle sense a paradoxical 
vicarious but personal participation in the act of saving Jewish 
lives. 

So successful is the pageant in this respect that when the hat 
is passed around later in the evening it returns to the producers 
chock-full of five and ten dollar bills from a grateful audience, 
Needless to say the money so contributed has not yet, to the 
knowledge of responsible Jewish leaders, purchased a single vessel, 
or saved a single life. On the other hand, it has served a useful 
purpose in that it has released the mental tension, and mitigated 
the sense of frustration on the part of thousands of sincere people 
who, at least for the moment, felt that they were performing 
an historic deed. 1 

* * * 

THE DANGERS in such form of emotional release are obvious, 
and we shall no doubt be confronted soon with more crack-brained 
schemes and irresponsible enterprises capitalizing on the situation, 
and drawing support from the desires of American Jewry to “de 
something.” 

Among young people the urge to “do” does not find as quick 
and ready a satisfaction. There is no need to exaggerate the 
tendency toward chalutziuth, the desire to emigrate to Palestine, 
but it is a fact that ever increasing numbers of serious minded 
young men and women are directing their thoughts toward such 

.p. soutn ever seeks the simple, immediate and direct action, 

» response to the situation expresses itself in the desire to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with those who are building and fighting 
iu. vewish future. 

There is no question of taking immigration certificates away 
from others who need them; Palestine, they say, has need of 
every Jew who wishes to go there. Danger is no deterrent. Pe- 
cuularly, too, these young American chalutzim are being drawn not 
only from the ranks of Zionist organizations, but from the un- 
affiliated as well—from among those who may have had little 
or no previous contact with Jewish life, but who have felt the 
impact of the times, and have responded to a call from within 
themselves. Aliyah to Eretz Yisrael is their reply in rejecting a 
life of frustration. 

For the great majority of American Jews, however, there re- 
mains only the sense of frustration—the desire to do something, 
and the lack of channels and media for such going.

There are two new activities the Histadruth Ivrith 
sponsors which are good. One is the camp Massad, which I have 
not seen, but about which I hear favorable reports. The other 
is the Hebrew Arts Group which I know is good. Last summer 
I saw a performance of Tchernikhowsky’s play, “Bar-Cochba,” 
and it was good. These two things, the Hebrew camp and the 
iiebrew Theatre are good. The Hebrew Publishing House “Ogen” 
«bout which they make so much fuss, is not so hot. 

If there are other important activities of the Histadruth Iv- 
rith that I have not heard about then something must be wrong 
with their publciity. Or do I have to buy them a seven-up?

ZALMAN SCHNEOUR’S NOVEL, “Noah Pandre,” has been 
staged by Maurice Schwartz and is now playing in the Yiddish 
Art Theatre. The play is not nearly as good as the book, but it is 
so much better than the average play presented on the Jewish 
stage and it contains such fine pictures of Jewish life, that I 
advise you to go and see it. The play bears the title given it in 
the English translation by Joseph Leftwitch, “The Song of the 
Dnieper.” 

Shneour, a great poet, mostly in Hebrew, and a great prose 
writer, mostly in Yiddish, has written several books on the town 
of Shklov in White Russia by the Dnieper river where he was 
born and spent his childhood. One of the books—in five volumes 
in Yiddish and in three of the English translations—depicts the 
illiterate manual laborer type, the butcher boy and the driver 
boy. Noah himself, a Hercules with noble instincts, is a former 
butcher boy who became a driver and married his employer’s 
daughter. The work is rich in Jewish folk-lore of the lower classes 
in that particular section of Eastern Europe. It is a very humor- 
ous work, but not without its moments of pathos and romance 
and even tragedy. Don’t go to see Maurice Schwartz who is play- 
ing a part for which he is not fitted. Go to see the play. 


JOE GREENLEAF referred to in this column (vide supra) is 
one of the two youngest men in the leadership of the ZOA. The 
other is Jacques Torczyner. Joe was the chairman of the Con- 
vention Committee. Jacques just returned from a trip to Europe 
on a ZOA mission.

Reform Rabbi Feels Sorry for Orthodox, Conservative 
Collengues; Boesn’t Believe They Con be Honest

“J MET several Jewish chaplains 
I (their names will be given on 
pequest) who confessed’ to’ me 
that they had no intention of re 
maining in the rabbinate. One 
rabbi was: Orthodox and the other 
was a Conservative. There must 
be others in this category but IT 
have not heard of a Reform 
Rabbi who has come to a like 
decision, for the same reasons: 

The reasons, as they were urr 
folded’ to me, are revealing. Rabbi 
number one, the Orthodox Rabbi, 
a fine young marr about twenty- 
eight years of age told’ me of 
his decision, as we lunched at the 
Officers Club at Camp X. We 
were eating hamburgers. ? 
called for a cup of black coffee 
and le called for a glass of milk. 

T looked at him im surprise 
and, as he sipped the miik, he 
said to me, “You think this is 
terrible, for am Orthodox Rabbi 
to transgress the laws of kash- 
ruth, don’t you? Well, I used to 
think so, too. I don’t think it 
any more: So far as I am con- 
cerned this kashruth business is 
x lot of nonsense and silly super- 
stition.” 

I was shocked at his outspoken 
confidence. Said'I, “Flow can you 
return to an Orthodox congrega- 
tien in that frame of mind?” 

“T am not goimg to return,” he 
explained. “I’m going into busi- 
nees with. my brother-in-law.” I 
had a feeling of sadness when 
he told) me that. “You should 
lave been a Reform Rabbi,” I 
said. “Then,@ou. could minister 
te a congregation. which. doesn’t 
concern. itself with. this business 
of kashruth.” 

tnd: Rabbi Eyes Secial Work 

The seeond Rabbi with whem 
I. discussed: the subject. was: less 
specific than the Orthodox Rabbi 
who concluded: that kashruth was 
nonsense: This is how he ex 
pressed it. “Things: that I con- 
sidered: important before I went 
into the rabbinate: have no) mean- 
ing for me now.” 

When I sought to pir him 
down, he answered! simply, “Too 
Many ceremonials—toe much 
emphasis upon the inconsequen- 
tials. .. . I’ve been througt the 
mill since this war started. I 
think T kmow the things that 
count im life. Weil I don’t want 
to busy myself for the next 
twenty or thirty years with 
things that don’t count. I’m go- 
ing inte social work,” he cor 
cluded. 

The war changed the habits of 
4 lifetime for rabbis: and laymen 
alike. Many a Jewish lad left the 
environment. of home, Jewish 
district, cheder,. sechul~“and’ found: 
himself one among many Ameri- 
Cans of different background. He 
Made the acquaintance of men 
and: women from other parts of 
the country. He wa introduced 
fo unfamiliar customs and 
Stange felltways: He was per 
Sued to: sample new foods. 

Jewish lads to whom kashruth 
beer @ rite and! a symbol! of 
iness—to whom kostter 
mM was a religious and’ ritual- 
| “must” were “tempted’ to 


eat forbidden foeds. They under 
stoed that the unusual exigencies 
of war permitted: them to let the 
bars down. A few, a very few, 
insisted upon a halfway observ- 
ance of kashruth im the army. 
Certain: canned meats were avail: 
able to the ultra-Orthodox and 
there were a few rabbis: who en- 
couraged these men to persevere 
im their separateness and) aloof- 
ness:. They’ managed, om a kind 
of a hit or miss. basis, and those 
who adhered to sucit a program 
seemed to enjoy it. 

Evidently, a number of the 
rabbis responded to  environ- 
mental changes. Away from the 
synagogue routine; away from 
the restrictions and oftimes stul-- 
tifying inffuences of the Con- 
servative-Orthodox environment, 
they had an opportunity to think 
through a. number of “religious” 
problems. After the first shock 
of guilt, after the first transgres- 
sion of the laws of kashruth, 
they were able to adjust in a re- 
markably short time. The pen- 
dulum. made a tremendous swing 
in the opposite direction. With 
no congregation officials to re- 
port them for laxity, with o 
members to check up on their 
movements they discovered a 
new-found freedom. They threw 
off the burden of ritualistic 
“piety” with the greatest of ease. 
They saw in @ flash that this 
“kashruth” was outdated, fantas- 
tie; without meaning for Jews 
im the modern world. 


Especially, did they come to 
understand that kashruth had 
mo connection with real piety— 
that it was not, for thé modern 
Jew, a religious expression. 

Rabhi Had To Be Example 

These Rabbis were clever 
young men, university graduates, 
alert. and intelligent. They were 
good Jews, but having beem lib 
erated from: some of. the onerous 
and superstitious folkways of 
their ancestors, they could no 
longer remain in the ministry. 
There would be no place for 
then: in the ranks of Orthodoxy. 
Many a so-called: Orthodox con- 
gregation whose members were 
lax and: unobservant in matters 
pertaining to kashruth would 
not permit their rabbi the same 
freedom. No; in every instance 
the Conservative-Orthodox rabbi 
must be an example. The slight- 
est deviation from the norm is 
not permissable in Orthodox 
circles: 


I remember an interesting con- 
versation with. a West Coast Con- 
servative rabbi some years ago. 
I had invited him to my pulpit 
and he hdd accepted. When I 
called. for him with my car he 
had. to make sure that we stopped 
several bloeks away from the 
Temple so that any one of his 
stray members, would not see 
him. riding (desecrating) the Sab- 
bath. I acceded. to his request, 
of course, but I was thankful 
that Reform. Judaism had. done 
away with such. hypeeritical. non- 
sense. 


Let us speak bluntly and to 
the point. My chaplain colleagues 
were forthright in their analysis

They were forthright, 
T say, but they were hopeless, 
too. They did not suggest that 
anything could be done along 
positive and constructive lines. 
They did not propose a cam- 
paign to educate and convert 
Conservative-Orthodox youth to 
a more rational and reasonable 
viewpoint. They preferred to 
give up the fight and go into 
other fields of endeavor. 

Reform. Gains As Orthodox. Loses 

Perhaps they thought it would 
be a hopeless struggle to bring 
Conservative -Orthodox youth 
from. the “inconsequentials” to 
the “essentials.” Perhaps, they 
reckoned with a distrust and a 
dislike for Reform. or progressiv- 
ism. on the part of the rank and 
file of Orthodox Jewry in Amer- 
ica. Perhaps they were right, 
perhaps not. 

My army experience leads. me 
to believe that Reform Judaism 
has: a golden opportunity today. 
We gain strength as Orthodoxy 
is weakened, It is not mecessary 
for us to storm the bastions of 
Orthodoxy as Isaac Mayer Wise 
and: the early Reformers used. to 
do (although a more aggressive 
attitude om the part of Reform 
would be welcome). 


The strongholds: of Orthodoxy 
are crumbling before our very 
eyes. The word “Orthodox” as 
@ descriptive adjective is mis- 
leading and untrustworthy. I 
could count on the fingers of 
one hand the really observant, 
Sabbath-resting, ritual-loyal Or- 
thodox Jews who came to my 
notice im the army among the 
many thousands from ail parts 
of the country. So many who 
claimed to be Orthodox were ig- 
norant of the very meaning of 
the term. They utilized the des- 
ignation but they had tried or 
were willing to try Reforms in 
ritualistic practices, in the liturgy 
and in theology. They were 
much more “Reformed” than 
they imagined, although a few 
die-hards would’ resent the al- 
legation. 

Perhaps the reader looks up- 
on kashruth as a little thing, a 
trivial and. unimportant aspect of 
Judaism. To the Reform Jew 
that is exactly what itis A man 
may eat whatever he wishes: for, 
to paraphrase an early Reform- 
er, “what a man puts into his 
mouth is not important: what 
comes out of his) mouth is im: 
pertant.” Yet, to the so-caller 
Orthodox it is sinful to eat trefe 
and. the utmost importance is at 
tached to food and’ its prepara- 
tion. 


Kashruth Unimportant 


All these soldiers in the army, 
hundreds of thousands of them, 
are not going to return to the 
habits) and customs of civilian 
life: If they come from “Ortho- 
dox”” homes they may eat what is 
served at home. When they leave 
their homes, they will do what 
so many self-styled Orthodox 
Jews db, eat trefe and! like it. 
This represents @ progressive 
step away from Orthodoxy. 


Pout 


When an Orthodox Jew, be he 
layman or rabbi, recognizes: the 
kashruth observance for what it 
is unimportant and inconsequen- 
tial, he is: through with Ortho- 
doxy. He might as: well ship his 
philacteries to his grandfather 
ride openly in his- automobile on 
the Sabbath and’ kindle the fire 
instead of paying the Shabbos- 
goy..... 

In their desire to attract the 
umsynagogued or the unsatisfac- 
torily-synagogued some of my 
Reform colleagues are tempted 
to blunt the sharp edge of Re- 
form, to present it in soothing 
syrup form with a heavy con- 
tent of sugar coating. Such 
methods will end, not in strength- 
ening Reform but in building a 
Conservatism in Jewish. life: that 
is neither Orthodox or Reform 
but am uncertain mixture of 
beth. 


We should make an active bid 
for adherents to Reform. In New 
England, the oldest settlement in 


the United States and im a : 


stronghold of Orthodoxy, new 
Reform congregations have been 
organized in the past twenty- 
five years. In nearby commu- 
nities we learn of dissatisfaction 
with existing institutions of Or- 
thodoxy and Conservatism. 
Younger men and women, many 
of them returning from _ the 
armed services, are not content 
to return to “things as they 
were.” They have broken away 
from Orthodoxy and their return 
to it is impossible. Some few 
may support it with their pocket- 
books but very few will support 
it with their heads and their 
hearts. 


We need not be squeamish, 
these of us who are rabbis and 
members. of the Reform: Jewish 
faith. It is not an act of dis- 
loyalty to disagree with your 
grandfather. We interpret reli- 
gion. differently, today. That’s. all 
there is. to it and: it isn’t a re 
flection upom my grandfather or 
all his: spiritual companions in 
the world today when I agree 
with tmhy Conservative and Or- 
thedsx chaplain-colleagues. that 
kashruth is meaningless — that 
many of the old. ritualistic ob- 
servances- are inconsequential to 
the modern Jew. 


, Weeps For His Colleagues 


I am: sorry, indeed, that these 
rabbis. and. all the rest of their 
disillusioned colleagues who are 
leaving the rvabbinate or staying 
in with their tongues in their

There are fertile fields await- 
ing the seeds of Reform. The 
great cities of Ameriea where 
the Jewish population has been 
replenished from abroad, first in 
great streams and lately in tiny 
trickles, presents a _ challenge 
which Reform cannot and must 
not ignore. At a time when 
some rabbis disclaim the missiow 
of Israel it is well to. remind our- 
selves that Isaac Mayer Wise 
and the early Reformers were 
imbued with missionary zeal. 
They were successful in their 
generation because they believed 
in what they preached and they 
were not afraid to preach what 
they believed. A new generation 
of Jews will listen to a new 
generation of Reformers. They 
are waiting for an exposition of 
Judaism that will be in conson 
ance with modern life.

EARTH COULD BE FAIR, Pierre 

Van Pauassen. Dial Press. 
ss ARTH COULD BE FAIR” 

is a noble and stirring vol- 
ume. Justice and truth are su- 
preme and absolute virtues for 
Van Paassen, and when these are 
trampled under foot, his soul is 
deeply outraged. This outrage 
and anguish of spirit he sets 
forth so passionately, and in 
such specific harrowing detail as 
to make “Earth Could Be Fair” 
not only an indispensable record 
of the evil and wickedness of our 
times, but a searing indictment 
of the age, with its utter collapse 
of conscience, with its unprece. 
dented breakdown of all truth, 
justice and honor. 

The vehicle for this burning 
message is a vivid, dramatic, and 
detailed portrayal of life in the 
author’s native villiage of Gro- 
cum in Holland, and of the plight 
of its 10,000 citizens, decent and 
upright men and women, wnder 
the Nazi heel. 

THE ACCOUNT of the au- 
thor’s school days makes fasci- 
nating reading. We gain an in- 

-sight into the character of the 
school, the curriculum, teachers, 
discipline, and classmates, which 
included such contrary person- 
alities as Mussert, later the Nazi 
Quisling leader, Von Ziegler, des- 
tined to become a prominent col- 
laborationist, and Ary Brandt 
later a Protestant pastor, who 
died in a Nazi prison for his de- 
fense of the Jews. Even the 
grinding poverty, responsible for 
a truly revolting crime commit- 
ted by the town’s lamplighter and 
the cemetery superintendent, 
which is narrated in detail and 
with deep pathos, did not serious- 
ly mar the basic pattern oi Gro- 
cum life, sane and civilized de- 
spite deep social cleavages. 

The author’s deep attachment 
to friends does not preclude a 
critical examination of their be- 
liefs and convictions. Thus his 
profound admiration for Alfons 
Boogart, a classmate who later 
became a priest and who suffered 
martyrdom at the hands of the 
Japanese, does not deter Van 
Paassen from severely condemn- 
ing the Roman Catholic Church. 
And he condemns the Church 
not because he dislikes Catholic 
dogmas, but because H strives 
everywhere and always to limit 
and restrict human freedom, be- 
cause it perpetually seeks to con- 
trol conscience and suppress lib- 
erty. “Whoever ventures to point 
out that Rome has systematically 
fought every liberal constitution 

‘in Europe and the Americas, that 
it has anathematized every demo- 
cratic institution from the public 
schools to freedom of conscience, 
freedom of the press and equal 
franchise .. . that it has always 
placed itself squarely across the 
path of modern science and en 
lightenment, and that it declares 
legitimate the very servitude of 
which democracy vouched to lib- 
erate mankind—anyone daring to 
remind his fellow-citizens of the 
records of the Church is told that 
~he is disturbing unity, that he is 
attacking religion, that he is 

rocking the boat, that he is a 
Red, a radical theistic socialist.” 
Despite so fierce an indictment, 
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the author writes with over- 
whelming love for the priest, his 
friend, who died for his God. And 
it is this devotion to truth, which 
makes Van Paassen one of the 
major prophets of our day. 

IN EXPOSING the curse of im- 
perialism, the ultimate cause of 
all wars, the author rises to truly 
heroic stature. That his own be- 
loved and democratic Holland 
controls one of the biggest co- 
lonial empires, and that it ex- 
ploits the natives as mercilessly 
and as wickedly as do the Brit- 
ish, is a source of grief and pain 
to him. “Does greatness,” he 
asks, “consist only in being able 
to bully a weaker people and 
rob it of its lands and wealth by 
virtue of the unChristian right 
of the strongest? Are the jungle’s 
ways to be an example for Chris- 
tians?” What moral and ethical 
challenge! Daringly does he af- 
firm that “If Holland dared to 
cut herself loose from the co- 
lonial empire, second only to Brit- 
ain, that would be greatness in- 
deed for the fatherland.” What 
true and noble words indeed! 


BECAUSE THE BRITISH fear 
that the collapse of the Dutch 
empire would hasten the dissolu- 
tion of their own do they so 
generously allow British soldiers 
to die for the Dutch. But why 
do the democratic Dutch and 
English behave like barbarians 
away from home? ‘What puzzles 
me, is the cause, the motive, the 
impulse which turns us into bar- 
barians away from home. In In- 
donesia we hack and slash and 
burn and maim and murder the 
most unoffensive people on earth 
the moment they venture to 
whisper a word about our su- 
perior capacity to govern them.” 
And what the Dutch do in Indo- 
nesia the British do on a minor 
scale in Palestine. And there is 
little doubt that when Bevin 
thinks British imperial interests 
demand it, the British too will 
“hack and slash and burn and 
maim and murder the wunoffen- 
sive” Jews in Eretz Israel. 

The pages setting forth with 
deep compassion and detail the 
fate of the one thousand Grocum 
Jews are among the most poig- 
nant and depressing in the en- 
tire book. Van Paassen came in- 
to intimate contact with Jews 
through his classmate, David 
Dalmaden, later a _ physician 
whose two daughters died in a 
brothel and who himself with his 
wife ended their lives in a Nazi 
crematorium. Despite their na- 
tive birth, their patriotism, their 
devotion to the welfare of the 
community, David, his family 
and the rest of the Jews in the 
community remained strangers, 
and were never regarded as true 
Dutch, Van Paassen testifies, 
which is simply the universal 
fate of the Jew. Responsible for 
this in large measure was and 
is the pernicious theology taught 
in practically all Christian 
churches that “the Jews are guil- 
ty of the collective crime of exe- 
cuting the Son of God. For this 
. . . Jews must bear the conse- 
quences till the end of time.” 
Even the three Jews who apos- 
tasized, and despite the “indig- 
nities and humility I could not 
wish any human being” which 
they suffered in the process of 
conversion continued to be 
“strangers.” 


WITH THE COMING of the 
Nazis, Holland Jews reached in 
the most literal sense “The End 
of the Road.” In Grocum the 
one thousand Jews were evacu- 
ated from their homes, forced in- 
to the one small synagogue, 
which became their communal 
home for sixteen long and dreary 








1941 the Nazi program of liqui- 
dation was instituted, with the 
Jewish men shipped for slave 
labor in sulphur mines and their 
wives and daughters to military 


| brothels set up all over Eastern 


Europe. Of the 17,000 Dutch Jew- 
ish youth thus deported in June, 
1941, only 9,000 were alive in 
December. Of the thousands of 
women and girls, not one was 
ever heard of again. Only seventy- 
two Grocum Jews, the aged, 
were not uprooted, but trans- 
ferred to the women’s peniten- 
tiary where “took place unmen- 
tionable things, things compared 
to which the horrors of the In- 
quisition are mere innocent child- 
ish pranks.” 

“The Jews alone were made 
to suffer, not for anything they 
did or did not do, but for what 
they were—Jews.” Jews alone 
were singled out for wholesale 
extermination, not Catholics and 
not Protestants. And, cries aloud 
this brave champion of justice, 
“ninety per cent of the inmates 
of the Nazi murder camps in 
Eastern Europe were Jews. Six 
million Jews were done to 
death.” 

FOR THIS _ unprecedented 
crime without a parallel in hu- 
man history, for this holocaust of 
an entire people, the author de- 
nounces England and France and 
the United States in words which 
literally burn the pages they are 
printed on. Not only the West- 
ern democracies are denounced 
but “The Christian Church, the 
Pope, the Roman Hierarchy, the 
Protestant World Federation,” 
all of whom remained shockingly 
silent about, and indifferent to, 
the most monstrous slaughter of 
human beings ever perpetrated 
in the annals of man. 

What invests the indictment 
with a divine power is the fact 
that even today the few surviv- 
ors of Nazism are perishing in 
concentration camps, while the 
nations of the earth and their re- 
ligious and political leaders are 
engaged in empty and insincere 
talk about a new and a free 
world. 

There is more religion in the 
pages of “Earth Could Be Fair” 
than in practically all the pul- 
pits of Christendom, and more 
justice and truth and honor than 
in all the chancellories of the 
earth!

PAMPHLET entitled “There are no Jews” 

by M. Channis, office address, 150 East 
Broad Street, Columbus, Ohio, has been going 
around the country. It’s most intelligently 
handled and well-written and its title is Mr. 
Chanis’ interpretation of the ideas of the anti- 
Zionist Council for American Judaism. 

It means to suggest that these anti Zionists 
are people who are trying to establish that 
there are no. Jews in the sense of peoplehood, 
like Scotchmen or Irishmen; that Jews are 
just Americans or Englishmen or Swedes of 
the Jewish faith. 

Mr. Chanis insists that we are a_ people 
with a good family tree whose roots run deep 
in the spiritual history of 
man, even as the roots 
of the Greeks reach 
deep down to Pericles 
and Plato. 

Well, that brings up 
Just 
who and what are we? 
For answer I shall try to 
give the case history of 
a Jew whom I shall. call 
Segal. What does Segal make of his status as 
a Jew? 

Segal is not an important man in Jewry. 
He is seldom seen at the speakers’ tables i 
Israel. He pays his proper dues to Jewish 
causes. He prefers to stay at home on those 
evenings when Jewry in his town is sum- 
moned to one of those interminable debates 
in which Israel likes to have a good time, 
without ever settling anything. 

He is a man in middle age and, therefore, 
almost if not quite settled in his convictions. 
This is to say that even at his age he is still 
willing to change his mind in a changing 
world. He regards this as no sign of intel- 
lectual weakness but as a symptom of a young- 
ish mind and heart of which he is rather 
proud. (He abhors hardening of the arteries.) 

In short, Segal is like a great many other 
humble men in Israel. They are rather con- 
fused in all this tumult of Israel’s leaders rid- 
ing in many directions of being Jewish. So 
when we consider the case history of Segal 
we may be looking at an authentic sample of 
the common man in Israel.

SEGAL IS INDEED PROUD of his Jewish 
descent. Not that he is a man who makes 
much of his ancestors. Well, Isaiah and David 
the Singer were among them but he is worthy 
of them only if he tries, in his small way to 
measure up. 

His relationship with people like Isaiah and 
David is like being kinsman to God; it has 
nothing vo do with soil or nation or Jewish 
statehood or Jewish politics. Isaiah and David 
are part of the inheritance of man and Segal’s 
pride is in that they were produced from the 
ideals of his religion. 

You see, Segal’s idea of being Jewish is a 
spiritual concept. He believes that Jewish 
statehood belies that idea and puts him in a 
class with a Jugoslav or Italian yearning for 
Trieste or a Bulgarian demanding a slice of 
Greece. 

He knows very well that the Jews were a 
nation in Palestine only a short time com- 
pared with their long history. Sometimes he 
thinks that their dispersal may have been in 
the beneficent design of God. He wonders 
whether Jews still would pean if all of them

By being scattered they managed to live. 

Are we a nation? Well, Segal says, that’s 
what Hitler said. He said that I, as a Jew, 
am a member of a distinct nation and, there- 
fore, I could have no part in the lives of the 
nations among which Jews lived. It was a 
nation within nations and I, as a Jew, should 
go back where I came from. 

Segal can’t go along with a dead Hitler in 
the rubble of Berlin any more than he could 
with a live Hitler in the Reichskanzlerei. Hit- 
ler, dead or alive, remains wrong. 

Sometimes a non-Jew, a stranger, asks Segal 
what his nationality is. He asks the question 
by way of being considerate. He doesn’t.like 
to ask outright “Are you a Jew?” as if Segal’s 
sensibilities would be offended by such a 
question. 

Segal replies: ‘By nationality I am an Amer- 
ican. If you mean to ask what my religion 
is, I am Jewish.” 

He thinks of himself as an American of 
Jewish religion. He knows that this concept 
of being Jewish is a hiss and a by-word amoug 
Jews, but he sticks to it. 

He says I know no nationality but that of 
being an American; my loyalty recognizes no 
statehood or nationality but that to which I 
belong in the United States, no distinctiveness 
of peoplehood other than that of the American 
people. I am no less a Jew. 

* * * 

SEGAL THINKS he fulfills the highest Jew- 
ish purpose when he tries to bring the idealism 
of his Jewish teacher to the American scene. 
He feels Jewish enough when in general presses 
for which he writes (the Jewish press is a side- 
line of his) he speaks up for justice for Ne- 
groes in a community that despises them. As a 
Jew he feels complimented and fulfilled when 
a reader, angry at some expression of good 
will towards Negroes, writes: “You're nothing 


but a damn Jew.” (Good, says Segal, I am 
recongized as a Jew in this. ) 
Segal feels Jewish enough whenever in his 


general writing he is the champion for justice 
to any of the oppressed or underprivileged, 
when he writes a piece for decent housing in 
place of slums, whenever he speaks with com- 
passion. Yes, Mr. Chanis, there are plenty of 
“ * * 
Jews who feel Jewish enough to carry their 
lights of Jewish idealism to the common life. 
They can even feel the more Jewish because 
their Judaism is being fulfilled in the world, 
is not self-serving in the confines of a self- 
made ghetto. They go along with Segal in 
saying they are Americans of the Jewish 
faith. 

As for Palestine, Segal rejoices in the fine 
~achievements of Jews in that country, hopes 
that its fruitfulness will be shared by hun- 
dreds of thousands more of the homeless. Only 
the other week he had some trees planted 
there in memory of a cousin, Max Goldberg ' 
of Cleveland. 

Segal doesn’t belong to the Council for 
American Judaism and this is no defense of 
that organization. This is but a story of one 
inconsequential Jew of whom there must be 
many like him. If, nevertheless, you don’t 
think Segal is Jewish enough please come and 
tell him.

IRTH of Moses Jacob Ezekiel, 
American Sculptor. Edu- 
cated at the Virginia Military In- 
stitute, the West Point of the 
South, he served as a soldier in 
the Confederate Army. After 
studying painting, he 

OCT. 28, turned to sculpture, 
1844 and one of his first 
successful efforts was 

his “Cain, or the Offering Re- 
jected.” On the outbreak of the 
Franco-Prussian War, Ezekiel, be- 
came correspondent for the New 
York Herald and continued his 
art studies in Europe. He was 
elected a member of the Berlin 
Society of Artists, a distinguished 
honor for an American, and his 
rise to fame was rapid. Ezekiel, 
who died in 1917, is popularly 
known as the sculptor of “Reli- 
gious Liberty” which was pre- 
sented by the B’nai B’rith in 1876, 
during the Philadelphia exposi- 
tion, marking the celebration of 
the centennial of American inde- 
pendence. The marble statue 
wins the admiration of sightseers 
in Fairmount Park, Philadelphia.

IRTH of Heinrich Graetz, 
Historian and Exegete. Born 

in Xions, province of Posen, he 
studied at the yeshivah of Woll- 
stein. The “Nineteen Letters of 
Ben Uziel” published by Rabbi 
Samson Raphael 

OCT. 31, Hirsch made a strong 
4817 ‘impression upon the 
young student and he 

was determined to prepare him- 
self academically so that he could 
champion the cause of Orthodox 
Judaism. In 1837, Graetz was of- 
fered a home in the house of 
Hirsch, the exponent of German 
Orthodoxy, and spent three years 
with his patron as pupil and com- 
panion. During the height of the 
controversy between the Ortho- 
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dox and Reform elements, he 
took an active part in the argu- 
ments and contributed to the 
“Orient” in which he severely 
criticized Geiger’s writings. To 
posterity Graetz is chiefly known 
as the Jewish historian, although 
he did considerable work in the 
field of exegesis. His ‘Geschichte 
der Juden” has superseded all 
former works of its kind, in- 
cluding that of Jost. 


STABLISHMENT of First 
Jewish Congregation in 
Chicago. The first Jewish set- 
tler, J. Gottlieb, came to Chicago 
in 1838, one year after it was in- 
corporated as a city. Religious

What Foods These Morsels Be 


LEAH W. LEONARD 








T is sheer delight to receive letters from readers who not only 
compliment me on the helpfulness of my column, but make 
some very good suggestions for foods they would like to cook 
“like mother did.” Such a letter comes from Mrs. Fred Hochner 
of Chicago, Ill.,°“who wants to know if she can have a book of the 
recipes that have appeared in The Post. She writes: “Some of 
your grand Jewish recipes are just as my dear mother made them. 
. « » Have you a cook book of some more old-fashioned recipes?” 
Yes, Mrs. Hochner, I have been at work on a collection of 
recipes that will be published in book form by Behrman’s Jewish 
Bookhouse, 1261 Broadway, New York, N. Y. Because of paper 
shortage right now there may be possible delay, but in the mean- 
time some of these “old-fashioned rdecipes” you mention will appear 
in this column. Continue to take The Post, and by all means file 
the recipes. Here is one recipe you have requested: 
Grated Potato Knadlach (Dumplings) 

6 potatoes 1 onion 

2 eggs % cup flour 

1 teaspoon salt 
Pare and grate the potatoes into a deep bowl. Squeeze out the 
water, using both hands. Save the potato liquid to use in soup 
cr meat stew. Add salt, eggs, flour, and grate in the peeled onion. 
Mix thoroughly to a fairly stiff dough. Grease the palms of your 
hands and form the mixture into balls the size of walnuts. Drop 
into boiling salted water one at a time and cook 20 minutes. Lift 
out with a perforated spoon and serve with hot clear soup. Or, add 
to the beef or lamb stew, heating the dumplings and gravy to- 
gether at least 5 minutes before serving. Serves 4 to 6. 

Mrs. Wiese of Brooklyn, N. Y., writes: “Would appreciate some 
fish recipes—Salmon, White Fish, Carp, etc., especially a lemon 
Sauce to serve with them. And thanks for your helpful and de- 
lightful column in The Post...” Thank you for “them kind 
words,” Mrs. Wiese. Here is a basic recipe for fish with lemon 
sauce I think you will like: 

Salmon with Lemon Sauce 

to 2 lbs. fresh salmon 1 cup diced celery 

steaks 4% inch thick 3 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 teaspoon salt 2 egg yolks ‘ 

1 large onion 
Sprinkle both sides of fish with salt and let stand while preparing 
the onion and celery. Lay the cuts of fish on the sliced onion and 
diced celery, add cold water to cover and cook slowly 15 to 20 
minutes or until the celery bits are transparent and the fish tender 
enough to pierce with a fork. Lift the pieces of fish out with a 
pancake turner and arrange on a platter. Strain the sauce into 
a saucepan, add lemon juice and heat. Beat egg yolks and stir 
into the hot sauce just before serving, stirring till thickened and 
smooth. Add a dash of dry mustard to make it more piquant if you 
like. Serve hot over the fish or separately, and be sure to add 
plenty of parsley for color and vitamins, too. 

Variations: Any firm fleshed fish may be cooked in the same way 
—fillets of flounder, haddock, or cod fish especially. Garnish 
with sliced hard cooked eggs and parsley after covering with 
the hot sauce. 

Mock Hollandaise Sauce for Fried, Boiled or Baked Fish 


1% 


2 tbisps. butter, vegetable % tsp. salt 
shortening or oil 2 tblsps. lemon juice 

2 tbisps. flour 2 egg yolks 

1 cup milk 


Blend together the shortening and flour in a saucepan over low 
heat for 5 minutes, stirring in-the milk gradually till smooth. 
Add salt and cook slowly 3 minutes, Beat egg yolks slightly, stir in 
lemon juice then add the hot sauce, stirring constantly till smooth 
and well blended Serve immediately. A dash of white or black 
pepper may be added if desired, but is not essential. 
Olive Sauce 

Add % cup finely cut or chopped ripe olives to the hot sauce. 

Or, use 6 to 8 thinly sliced stuffed green olives. 
Sauce Soubice 

Rub the cooked onion and celery through a fine strainer and 
stir into the hot sauce. Stir in 2 tablespoons finely minced parsley 
and garnish with sliced hard cooked egg. 

Tomato Sauce Piquant 


1 cup strained cooked fresh 1 tbisp. flour 

- tomatoes (or canned) a dash of salt and pepper 
1 diced onion (caeyenee) 
1 tbisp. butter % tsp. brown sugar 


Brown the onion in melted butter, add flour and stir well till light 


brown and smooth. 


Add the tomato and seasonings and cook 


slowly 5 minutes, stirring constantly. 
Variation: Adding chopped green pepper to the onion before it is 
light brown, then proceeding as above makes a delightful 


change.

I tried to make my report on 
the Z.O.A. convention as fair as 
possible but as a human (who 
Says so?) I can‘ be swayed off 
the path of impartiality. A para- 
graph or so from the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency report might 
throw some clearer light on the 
altercation between the Jewish 
Executive and the Z. QO. A. Here 
they are: 

“Louis Lipsky, a member of 
the Jewish Agency executive and 
a former president of the ZOA, 
spoke in defense of the decision 
of the Agency executive to pro- 
pese partition to the British Gov- 
ernment. ‘As a matter of prin- 
ciple, no member of the Agency 
executive favors partition,’ he 
said, adding, that ‘we had to come 
with a concrete plan in this 
emergency as a way out of the 
impasse.’ 

“Interrupted by the audience, 
some members of which cried ‘ap- 
peasement,’ Lipsky said, ‘I know 
how you feel, but in _ political 
negotiations ideology must give 
way to reality. All Jewish life is 
built upon appeasement, or we 
could not have lived through cer- 
tain dire situations.’” 

Also I would like to print here 
about two paragraphs which the 
printer left out by mistake where 
the article was continued from 
one page to the next. Here are 
the complete paragraphs. 

“Just after the afternoon ses- 
sion, the first public attempt to 
organize an opposition to Rabbi 
Silver was made. In a nearby ho- 
tel, a group of more than fifty 
delegates heard the charges of 
dictatorship and maladministra- 
tion against the Silver adminis- 
tration. It was not a well-organ- 
ized attempt, and although many 
indicated their support for his 
opposition it still has a long way 
to go. Two past presidents of the 
Z.O.A. attended the meeting. 

“In tact the opposition, just as 
the administration, is looking to- 
wards the next convention when 
Rabbi Silver’s second term will 
be over and a successor must be 
elected according to the consti- 
tution. The administration idea is 
to build Mr. Neumann up to the 
stature of the presidency, and 
their intent was carried out well. 
Mr. Neumann was given many 
places of prominence in the con- 
vention program, and he carried 
out his assignments well. The 
delegates must even be now 
thinking of him in terms. of the 
suceessor to Rabbi Silver.”

I have two personal and friend- 
ly letters from rabbis pointing 
out that some of the contents of 
The Post might not make the 
right kind of impression on some 
- of the people who read it. In *he 

one case the point is made “that 
some of the contents of the pa- 
per, especially in recent weeks, 
have assumed a nature as makes 
me wish that at least some of 


a4 the items should not come before 






the eyes of Christians.” 

The second letter takes the 
stand that since the Sunday 
School class is using The Post 
for their study of contemporary 
Jewish life, some of the letters in 
The Post “are likely to give the 
wrong slant on present day Jew- 
ish life to our youth and readers 
lacking comprehensive informa- 
tion.” 

These letters bring up a prob- 
lem which must be _ troubling 
many of my colleagues. And no 
doubt there is. some merit to 
both complaints. However, the 
answer is the same in both 
cases, The Post is not published 
for non-Jews or for Sunday 
School pupils. When The Post is 
able it will publish a_ special 
weekly edition for use in the 
schools, but that is not in our 
present plans. 

But there are other answers, 
too. The Post does not make what 
happens in the Jewish commvu- 
nity, it only reports it, and if 
what it sees to report is full of 
conflict and unpleasantness, then 
reporting it will do more than 
anything else to change or ame- 
liorate the situation. You’d be 
surprised how mellow and cir- 
cumspect a speaker can become 
when he knows that what he is 
saying may be broadcast to lead- 
ers throughout the United States. 

The second rabbi’s letter de- 
serves a more specific answer, al- 
though I want to say here and 
now that The Post too is still 
suffering from growing pains. 
We are doing a pioneering job, 
and as such sort of feel our way, 
30 that The Post changes more 
from year to year now than it 
will change in a period of five or 
ten years later on. 

Here is what the rabbi writes: 
“The very headline ‘Being Alien- 
ated From Judaism by Comer- 
cialism of the Rabbi,’ for exam- 
ple, should not appear in The 
Post, which has - consistently 
striven to foster positive atti- 
tudes toward Jewish life and in- 
stitutions. Especially in these 
days, the Jewish minority can- 
not afford to lower the dignity 
of the rabbinate and ‘such insti- 
tutions as are essential to the 
survival and self-esteem of our 
people. . .. In the above men- 
tioned issue of Oct. 11, one writer 
to the editor had the bad taste 
of writing ‘As for Rabbi ————, 
I think it would be more fitting 
if he took off his white skull 
cap and put a dollar sign on his 
forehead.’ A certain Mr. Ewen, 
likewise writing to the editor, 
felt constrained to use the term 
‘Rabbi-Factories’ instead of Sem 
inaries.” 

In the case of these specific 
two points, I would say that 
printing these words of criticism, 
first gives the reader an insight 
into the type of person writing 
the letter, and in the second 
place allows the rabbi to see 
what people think about him. I 
could very easily delete such re- 
marks from these letters, but I 
think that when Rabbi Schultz 
is attacked it would be doing him 
a disservice to try to tone down 
these letters. If that were. done, 
then the readers would think that 
the attack on Rabbi Schultz was 
being made by reasoning, calm 
persons with an intent of oppos- 
ing the writer’s logic or facts 
But permitting the venom to stay 
in the letters, immediaely char- 
acterizes the letter writers. 

I have noticed one thing—that 
The Post becomes more conserva- 
tive as the years go by, and J 
have tried to guard against that 
tendency, for fear the paper wil] 
lose its freshness. Maybe, how- 
ver, this change is only one of 
maturity and or growing respon: 
sibility. 

Well that’s enough on this sub- 
ject. I will be glad to hear other

HE POST still holds to the theory that U.S. 

Jewry is in the stage just before the 
start or just after the start of a revival of 
Judaism. 

Whether that stage has been reached our 
rabbis should be able to tell from synagogue 
attendance and from comment on services of 
their members. 

The Post holds that the revival will first 
show itself not in the heavily populated Jew- 
ish centers, but in the smaller and middle- 
sized Jewish communities where the syna- 
gogue is still a very important part of Jew- 
ish life.

Instead, no letters 
on the subject appeared in the letter section and 
this probably added to the feeling of frustration 
induced when the Star first made use of the 
Rabinowitch speech.

I personally believe that the 
(recent Zionist) convention in- 
dulged in a sort of double breath- 
ing process; it thought through 
one nostril, but talked through 
the other. 

The most important issue was 
partition or no-partition. Though 
every delegate except a thimble- 
ful spoke against partition, un- 
equivocally the resolution drawn 
up and passed by the Resolution 
Committee and subsequently for 
the convention is a very loose 
affair that in no way prohibits 
our leadership from engaging in 
talks of partition and in accept- 
ing such a “solution”. 


For the life of me, I could not 
understand how they squared in- 
spired declamations against the 
entire idea of partition, and then 
when the moment, or moments 
arrived to incorporate it into 
words, there was hedging and en- 
trance to the subject through a 
side entrance. 

Again, there was a very shabby 
trick pulled by the Administra- 
tion in introducing the resolu- 
tion. What they did was to more 
or less soften the heart of the 
“partition” resolution, by read- 
jng two concomitant resolutions, 
which were very lengthy; thus 
by the time you had heard the 
entire thing, the high points of 
the partition resolution were 
somewhat lost in the maze of 
verbiage. This was very obvious 
to the few ,for the concomitant 
resolutions were not at all a 
part of the essentials. 

A second criticism of the intro- 
duction of the resolution might 
be the fact that it was not mime- 
ographed for the delegates to 
have before them for study and 
comment. One finds it very diffi-

cult to measure the form, actual 
wordage and intent of such a 
resolution, unless there is a 
chance to study it, to play with 
its meaning and to turn it over 
in one’s mind. The result of not 
mimeographing it was mani- 
fested in the discussion on the 
issue which went from the child- 
ish to the insane. 

Everybody either wished to 
avoid the point or was hopelessly 
entangled in several hundred 
words that seemed very unreal 
and dissipating 10 minutes after 
they were read. Something ought 
to be done about this matter in 
the future. The obvious difficul- 
ties are apparent but they are 
not unsurmountable in regard to 


the importance of their sub- 
stance. 

As far as this writer is con- 
cerned, the convention could 


have reached historic propor- 
tions and did not. As far as this 
writer is concerned, there was a 
very unhealthy psychological ap- 
proach to the entire issue. One 
received the impression that this 
body of men, except for a con- 
vinced few, had undergone in all 
sincerity, a deflation of the first 
principles of Herzlian Zionism, 
and were certainly being condi- 
tioned by the leadership and the 
British government to a point 
where they would vote an affirm- 
ative “aye” to certain “honor- 
able” terms involving partition. 

Thus, for a young man, the 
convention was a feeble expres- 
sion to earnest and definite con- 
victions and the gateway was left 
open for compromise in princi- 
ple as well as compromise in 
fact.

The very trouble lies in the 
fact, in my opinion and in the 
opinion of a host of others, that 
the Orthodox Rabbis have not at 
all changed their method of pro- 
gram at a service for the last 
few hundred years, while dozens 
ef generations have come and 
gone and in much darkness and 
misery. And they still hesitate to 
change the prayers, and their 
style of talk. And the Conserva- 
tive and Reform changes do not 
seem to touch the. true content 
of Judaism in its propagation. 

Rabbi Mendelsohm is right in 
stating that we must not oppose 
changes at the present time. .. . 

The Orthodox Rabbis should 
stop preaching about “kashruth” 
and preaeh pure religion instead, 
its lofty character elements,—the 
attributes of God and their rela- 
tion to man, the purpose of living 
etc. They know very well that the 
Precept concerning it is only 
“Thou shalt not seethe a kid in 
its mother’s milk,” and that all 
the rest is not obligatory upon 
us, for it says in Deuteronomy 
13:1, “Whatsoever thing I com- 
mand you observe to do it—thou 
Shault not add therto, nor dimin- 
ish from it.” The same is also 
Mentioned a second time in Deu- 


| teronomy. And it is repeated in 
_ the Prophets that we must not 





the precepts of men... . 
reading of the law should 





be eliminated, together with its 
Aliyas, for both teach nothing. 
Also the auctioning of honors on 
holidays should be eliminated; it 
is dishonorable to Judaism. Suf- 
ficient _funds can be _ raised 
through voluntary contributions, 
by letter or appeal at weekly 
gatherings. Love for our religion 
and the Synagogue will fill the 
treasury with more money than 
could ever be raised through the 
so-called honors bestowed upon 
the rich members, or any other 
outward means. 

Music should be allowed to be 
played on Sabbath and holidays. 
Nowhere in the Bible does it say 
that a musical instrument is not 
to be played on Sabbath or holi- 
day. And King David sang to the 
Lord with the harp, so the Book 
tells us . .. We should have 
plenty of music and singing dur- 
ing a service. We need the up- 
lifting. This alone would gener- 
ously increase the attendance. 
The-Jewish Hymnal, by Henry L. 
Gideon, Bloch Publishing Com- 
pany, can supply a great mumber 
of joyful and most inspiring 
spiritual songs in English. 

Also true-from-the-heart pray- 
er should be heard from the rab- 
bi, as is heard over the radio in 
religious programs, with reading 
of only select Psalms from the 
Bible with the congregants. The 
present prayer books should be 
scarcely used, in my opinion. We 
should compose our own prayers. 
The Bible should take the place 
of the siddur. Our conception of 
God is higher and broader today 
than in the days the prayer books 
were written and the present 
type of service installed.

It 
should surely work in bringing 
the members to the synagogue, if 
the program is properly carried 
out. It is prospering with the 
Christian people. Why should it 
not be successful with our Jew- 
ish people? We must remember 
that the Christians and the Jews 
worship the same God. As to 
distinctiveness, it shall be in the 
preaching of the true essence of 
Judaism and its desirable cus- 
toms, and our Holidays and Sab. 
bath, which surely carry distinc-

In the Oct. 25 issue of The Jew- 
ish Post there are a number of 
letters attacking one of your col- 
umnists, Rabbi Benjamin Schultz, 
for his views on communism. One 
of them, a Mr. Michael Hecht, 
calls him “a vicious, unscrupu- 
lous, unprincipled character.” 
Schultz is the rabbi of Temple 
Emmanuel in Yonkers, N. Y., 
where I was born and have lived 
all my life. He is a Reform Jew, 
I am an Orthodox Jew.

I do not know 
of anything we share in common, 
except ancestry and anti-Semi- 
tism.

The Maid of Ludomir 
x igen colorful history of Hassidism contains no 
more unusual figure than the Maid of Ludomir, 

the mystic woman “saint” of the last century. 

Hannah Berbermacher, as she was seldom called, 
was born in Ludomir,. Russia, in 1815 and from 
her childhood showed extraordinary interest and 
absorption in Jewish learning and ecstatic prayer, 
to an extent which Jewish tradition had always pre- 
scribed for men only, When she broke an engage- 
ment to be married in order to devote her life to 
solitary meditation and prayer, her fame spread. 
People soon came from far to see the saintly maid 
who lived like a male, observing all religious duties, 
including the praying with Tallith and Tefillin. 

When she had gathered a considerable following, 
she built a house of prayer, preached to her “has- 
sidim” from an adjoining room and gained a repu- 
tation for performing miracles. 

At the insistence of influential rabbis, Hannah 
finally entered into marriage twice, though in name 
only, was soon divorced and thereafter lost her 
following. She spent her last years in Palestine, 
where she died in 1905.

BRITISH EXAMPLE “LAWLESS,” 
BEN GURION TELLS HADASSAH

BOSTON—Palestine has been turned into “a police state without 
parallel in the entire civilized world,” David ben Gurion told some 
5,000 -persons gathered at the opening session of the 32nd annual 
national convention of Hadassah held in Symphony hall. It was Ben 
Gurion’s first message to American Jewry since arriving here. 


The chairman of the executive 
of the Jewish Agency, now in vol- 
untary exile from _ Palestine, 
pointed to Britain’s Palestine rule 
as “a regime based on lawless- 
ness, and the breeding of lawless- 
ness, where the mandatory power 
in itself is giving an example of 
contempt for the fundamental 
law of the country.” 

In upholding the rights of 
Jews to resist British authority, 
Ben Gurin declared that there “is 
no common ground between the 
Zionists and the arbitrary Eng- 
lish government in that country 
at present.” 

Ben Gurion praised President 
Truman and the American Army 
in Germany. He said that “the 
American Army, though formally 
having no obligation to do so, has 
received tens of thousands of ref- 
ugees, housed them and fed them, 
and done everything in its power 
to prepare them for their future 
in Palestine. 


“This is the first rescue work 
which has been done by a great 
power for our people, and done 
with good-will, ability and. kind- 
ness. But England has remained 
deaf to all requests of President 





Truman and the Anglo-American 
Commission to admit into Pales- 
tine at once the first 100,000 Jew- 
ish victims of the Nazis,” he said. 


During the five-day convention, 
Mrs. Siegfried Kramarsky of 
New York, national youth immi- 
gration chairman of Hadassah, 
has asked delegates to approve a 
fund-raising goal of $1,400,000 for 
1946-1947 to provide teachers, 
homes, medical supplies and food 
for the newcomers in some 100 
co-operative settlements. Hadas- 
sah has already provided $8,000,- 
000 in this work since 1936.

that the individual who indulges in anti-Semi- 
tic talk should not be allowed to get away with 
it, were released this week by Dr. Stuart W. 
Cook, Director of Research for the Commission 
on Community Interrelations of the American 
Jewish. Congress. Dr. Cook said that three 
other significant findings already have emerged. 

One is that an anti-Semitic remark has an 
immediate influence on those who hear it: in 
general, people are more anti-Semitic afterward 
than before. Second, an effective reply, if made 
at once, tends to erase this newly-established 
prejudice. Third, the less anti-Semitic a per- 
son may be, the more he feels that a challenge 
should be made, while more anti-Semitic indi- 
viduals say, “let it pass.” 

Dr. Cook said that since the large-scale 
study got under way in July, 1945, attitude 
tests have been made in approximately 2,000 





individuals, mostly non-Jews, in New York, Chi- 
cago, and other communities. Simulated anti- 
minority “incidents” have been enacted before 
them with replies of various types offered for 
their consideration. A number of those persons 
were questioned specifically as to whether the 
anti-Semite should be answered at all or ig- 
nored. 

The results showed that 72 percent of the 
men and women tested said, “Yes, the anti- 
Semite should be answered.” Twenty-eight per- 
cent said, “No.” A further breakdown revealed 
that among persons who are not anti-Semitic 
or are considered “pro-Semites,” 87 per cent 
wanted the provocator answered; 13 percent 
did not. Among those who are “mildly anti- 
Semitic,” 71 percent voted for an answer, while 
29 percent said “no.” Among persons clearly 
anti-Semitic, 55 percent voted for an answer— 
often on the grounds that'the talkative anti- 
Semite disturbs the peace and ought to be put 
in place—while 45 percent voted, “No.” 

The survey will not be completed for several 
more months, Dr. Cook said.

Voice in Making 
Policies By Agency 

Fruition of several years’ ef- 
fort by local communities to se 
eure a place in the policy-making 
committee of the United Jewish 
Appeal is expected shortly when 
a committee of the communitieX 
meet with the United Jewish Ap- 
peal executives this week or next. 

Under the present proposal, the 
executive branch of the United 
Jewish Appeal, which includes 
five members of the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee and five 
members of the United Palestine 
Appeal, would be enlarged to in- 
clude five members of the local 
Jewish welfare funds and federa- 
tions. 

The drive to secure commu- 
nity representation began sev- 
eral years ago when the large 
cities like Chicago, Detroit, Cleve- 
land, Philadelphia, Boston, etc., 
began to demand some voice in 
making decisions for funds their 
constituents would be asked to 
raise. 


No Hurry By U.J.A. 

For months. the © national 
agencies, if they have not ac 
tually been stalling, have cer- 
tainly done nothing to speed the 
negotiations, and what with the 
national United Jewish Appeal 
meeting set for the end of this 
month, the J.D.C. and U.J.A. peo- 
ple are claiming that there is no 
time to implement the new ar- 
rangement now. 

Included in the plan is the 
formation of another committee, 
just under the top fifteen, which 
will be composed of forty-five 
members, divided equally be- 
tween the three groups. 

If the plan goes through, the 
communities would be represent- 
ed under a plan whereby each of 
the eight regions of the Council 
of Jewish Welfare Funds and 
Federations, would name their 
own representatives, New York 
would name three and four would 
be named at large. 


Want On-theSpot Report 

One of the proposals that the 
committee would probably pre- 
sent immediately would be for 
an on-thespot investigation of 
the needs in Europe and Pales- 
tine, so that the Jewish commu- 
nity would not be presented only 
with reports from the J.D.C. and 
U.P.A. alone. The communities 
would also probably ask that 
other rhajor national agencies 
guch as the HIAS, etc. be in- 
cluded in the United Jewish Ap- 
peal in order to eliminate sepa- 
rate fund-raising drives as much 
as possible.

“A HISTORY OF JEWISH ART” 
by Franz Landsberger, Ph.D., 
published by The Union of 
American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, Cincinnati, 1946. 369 pp. 
$3.75.

ROFESSOR Landsberger is 

Pine of the outstanding gifts 
of the Nazi regime to American 
Jewish life. At one time he was 

professor of art at the Univer- 
sity of Breslau; because of his 
mastery over the general history 
of art in addition to his knowl- 
edge of the specific field of Jew- 

ish art he was, before Hitler, Di- 
rector of the Jewish Museum ir 
Berlin. He is now a member of 
the faculty of the Hebrew Union 
College. The Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations publishes 
Dr. Landsberger’s “History of 
Jewish Art” as a valuable addi- 
tion to the sum total of Jewish 
culture. The volume is attractive 
in format, richly illustrated, and 
highly readable. virtues which 
are often sadly lacking in works 
of profound scholarship. 

The diligence and enthusiasm 
which went into the creation of 
this book are apparent on every 
page. Dr. Landsberger has been 
indefatigable in the collection of 
his material; at the same time 
he never for a moment loses 
sight of the commercial nature 
of his subject. 

The opening chapter is entitled 
“The Problem of Jewish Art.” 
Here the author recognizes, at 
the outset, the limitations upon 
Jewish artistic creativeness im- 
posed by the Second Command- 
ment. In his careful analvsis he 
finds that the prohibition applied 
only to “representational art— 
painting and sculpture—but not 
to architecture or artistic crafts- 
manship.” Hence he includes in 
this book every evidence of deco- 
ration or ornamentation created 
in connection with Jewish life 
and history. 

Dr. Landsberger then discuss-s 
the external influences, such as 
discrimination in guilds, physical 
persecution, and the like, which 
certainly placed restrictions up- 
on Jewish art, but he concludes: 
“In spite of all these deterrents, 
Jewish art, Jewish artists and 
some Jewish characteristics have 
always existed.” 

IT SEEMS to this reviewer that 
the whole matter could have been 
greatly simplified by the selec- 
tion of a different title for the 
book. “Jewish Art” should be 
properly applied only to the work 
of Jewish artists done in the 
Jewish spirit, as exemplified by 
Hebrew illuminated manuscripts, 
or the wooden synagogues of Po- 
land out of the past, or by the 
Ghetto paintings of Mark Chagall 
or the symbolic expressions by 
A. Raymond Katz of the present 
day. Dr. Landsberger includes 
these, of course, but in addition 
he includes the work of Jewish 
artists on non-Jewish subjects as 
well as the work of half- and 
quarter-Jews and even non-Jews 
on Jewish subjects. 

Architecture and the folk arts 
play a prominent role. It would 
appear, therefore, that a more 
satisfactory title for the book 
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would have been “Art Among 
the Jews.” The material would 
have been no less imposing, but 
the author would have been re- 
lieved &f the hecessity of protest- 
ing his right to include seeming- 
ly extraneous material. However, 
as it is, the book is encyclopedic 


in nature, and is extremely valu-’ 


able to the scholar and interest- 
ing to the reader as such. 

Part One of the book describes 
in detail all the cult and cerc- 
monial objects of Jewish life: 
the appurtenances of the Syna- 
gogue and home, the articles em- 
picyed in the observance of Jew- 
ish festivals, and the _ special 
ritual needs for the life of the 
individual from the cradle to the 
grave. The number and variety 
of these articles far surpasses 
the imagination of the modern 
Jew who is assimilated even par- 
tially to his environment. All 
these objects have through the 
centuries been richly wrought 
and lovingly decorated. If they 
are merely folk art, then they 
represent folk art of a very high 
order. They were often executed 
by skilled craftsmen. Indeed, 
when all other roads to artistic 
creativeness were barred to Jews, 
the cult objects reflected the un- 
questionable yearning for esthetic 
expression. This section of the 
book, incidentally, could well 
serve as a text for the study of 
Judaism in its outward forms. 

THE SECOND and by far the 
larger part of the book is de- 
voted to the detailed and com 
prehensive account of the de- 
velopment of Jewish art from 
the very beginning of our his- 
tory to the present day. In seven 
chapters the author encompasses 
three milleniums of Jewish ar- 
tistic creation. 


The study of archaeology is a 
source of wonder and fascination 
to the student, but it contains an 
inherent danger to overempha- 
size the significance of each relic. 
Every stone unearthed in an an- 
cient land is eagerly scanned and 
endlessly mulled over with the 
hope of finding some connection 
between it and some reference 
we may have in mind from an- 
cient literature. The fact remains 
that whereas the age of the great 
philosophers of Greece produced 
also a Phidias and a Praxiteles, 
the age of our great geniuses, 
the prophets, has supplied us 
with no relics which will attest 
to the existence of a distinctive 
Jewish art of that day. It may 
well be that the archaeologist 
vill yet find significant material 
on the period of our early na- 
‘tional existence, but untii that 
happens we must centent our- 
selves with literary references 
scattered here and there. 


The period from 70 C.E. til 
the Middle Ages has yielded 
some remains of synagogues 
which were built on the arch- 
tectural plan of the Roman ba- 
silica, in order to provide a meet- 
ing place for a large number of 
worshippers, in contrast to the 
purpose of the former Temple, 
which housed the sacrificial cult, 
and needed no accommodation 
for crowds of people. Some in- 
teresting if primitive mosaics 
have remained from this period. 
As late as 1932 a remarkable 
Synagogue was discovered in 
Dura Europos in Syria, the walls 
of which were covered with 
murals on Jewish subjects exe- 
cuted in the manner reminiscent 
of the Hellenistic period of Egyp- 
tian art. Tombs and lavishly deco- 
rated burial caves give a hint of 
the artistic achievements of that 
time. 

DURING the Middle Ages syn- 
agogues .were built wherever 


Jewish life was strong, and the children over the winter months. 





interiors of these synagogues 
were often beautifully ornament- 
ed. The architectural styles were 
those in use in the world around 
them and the type of ornamenta- 
tion likewise could be found, for 
the most part, in any house of 
worship. 

The most important Jewish ar- 
tistic product of the Middle Ages 
was the Hebrew illuminated 
manuscript. Like the monk in 
the monastery, the Jew in the 
Ghetto toiled devotedly in the 
decoration of his books. The 
Torah itself was never decorated, 
but this traditional prohibition 
by no means extended to books 
used in the home. We have many 
interesting examples of highly 
decorated Bibles, Haggadahs, Me- 
gillahs, and other books frequent- 
ly found in the Jewish home, em- 
bellished not only with elaborate 
covers and ornamental initials, 
but also with miniature paintings 
illustrating the material in the 
book. The skill with which these 
were executed in no way falls 
short of that which is manifest in 
tne work of non-Jews of that pe- 
riod. The Darmstadt Haggadah, 
from about 1430, represents the 
climax of this form of Jewish 
artistic expression. 


In the modern period before 
the Emancipation, Jewish art 
still suffered from external re- 
striction .and from adherence to 
the Second Commandment, al- 
though some Jews, by assimila- 
tion to the non-Jewish scene, did 
escape both deterrents and pro- 
duced works of art in no way dis- 
tinguishable from the products 
of the other artists of the day. 
The specifically Jewish contribu- 
tion to the art history of this 
period are the wooden syna- 
gogues of Poland, unique im 
architecture and in decoration. 

FROM THE EMANCIPATION 
to the present day the scope of 
the book broadens. We wish we 
could agree with Dr. Lands- 
berger’s statement at the open. 
ing of this chapter: “The late 
eighteenth and early nineteenth 
centuries brought the Jews corm- 
plete emancipation.” This state- 
ment is a clue to the vast differ- 
ence of approach between the 
German and the East European 
Jew on the whole subject of Jew- 
ish art. It is doubtless true that 
in Germany the Jews were al- 
lowed to enter freely the cul- 
tural life of the Gentile weld. 
The preponderence of illustrative 
material from German sources 
shows the author’s preoccupation 
with this field. But although Ger- 
man Jews created creditable por- 
traits, cartoons, posters and arch- 
itectural creation, the fact re- 
mains and must be stated that 
works of a truly Jewish spirit 
were created by Jewish artists 
who had “never fully shared the 
benefits of the Emancipation.” 

One could wish, moreover, that 
Dr. Landsberger had not re- 
strained himself from dwelling at 
length on the art of Palestine. 
But his is avowedly a history of 
past achievements; the burgeon- 
ing forth of a new Jewish art, 
born of a new realization of the 
peoplehood of Israel, and nur- 
tured by the hope of freedom, 
belongs to the pulsating present 
and the challenging future. 

The author concludes with a 
complete and most valuable bib- 
liography for the further study 
of the subject.

O TO bed early if you want to see Stephen Wise. Your appoint- 
ment may be for 7 a.m. or 6:30, evening. Not that he goes to 
ped. His secretary confirms he works at midnight; but thereafter, 
aliis mystery.

him, you remember you shouldn’t have been 
terrified; for he was really smiling and friendly 
—the warmest figure in Jewish life. 

Now gaunt and rather ascetic-looking, he 
gpoke to rabbis the other night. And told this 
truth: “Pulpit freedom is enjoyed by almost 
every rabbi in America today. Stephen Wise - 
did it. I made that fight.”. It is high time the 
story was told. 

With Louis Marshall and millionaire Jacob 
Schiff, young Wise walked and walked, that 
afternoon in 1905. Eighty blocks they walked. They begged him 
to take Emanu-El’s pulpit. “I'll be free, of course, to preach as I 
please,” the young orator remarked. “Oh,” Marshall was shocked; 
“the rabbi is under the jurisdiction of the Board of Trustees!” 
Shaken, Wise turned to Schiff. “How about our great Christian 
preachers here?” he appealed. “It’s church. No board bosses their 
utterance.” Schiff was a close friend of Stephen Wise; that’s why 
this cut like a knife: “That’s the Christian church. Among us Jews, 
it's different. The rabbi does as the board says.” Dr. Wise spurned 
Emanu-El. He founded the Free Synagogue; and, the other night, 
he had one big regret. “I wish I had started the Jewish Institute 
of Religion at the same time. I waited 15 years.” But the men 
listening, his pupils, told him the Institute is a success, . though 
young—its graduates prominent, and some internationally famous. 

He’s leaving for Europe; Mrs. Wise with him. That twinkly 
lady saw him through his serious illness 16 years ago. He was 
going to “ease up.” So, he got well, and active as a house on fire. 
“Oh, that man!” she cried to us one morning. To drown her sorrows, 
she threw herself into “Congress”; led its ladies. Now, she looks 
younger; and never were both Wises busier. Called on to speak, 
she said, simply, “I hitched my wagon to a star.” Her husband 
caught her eye. On his left hand, is a wedding band. 

And here’s what he stands for: It was 1929, in Germany. He 
went there. Hitler was rising. He told a German Jewish lady he 
wanted her help—perhaps take her jewels to America. She replied: 
“It won’t happen to me. To our foreign Jews, maybe. I belong to 
a Gentile golf club.” Today she is ashes. Her jewels are there.—

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R. HILLEL, the occasional conductor of 

this column, has come to one of those 
weeks when he is tired of the affairs of the 
Hillel Widget Corporation, and would rather 
write this column. 

Nowadays, he says, what with the great 
scarcity, widgets practically sell themselves; 
so the Hillel Widget Corporation can very well 
do without him in the time it takes him to 
write this column. 

(Widgets, he frankly says, are too high in 
price but there’s reckoning coming when 
Widgets finally get so j 
high-priced that people 
can’t buy them.) 


Indeed, the current af- 
fluent prosperity in the 
widget business has 
made it possible for Mr. 
Hillel to think of other 
things than widgets. Mr. 
Hillel has been thinking 
of death, not in any 
psychopathic way but with the realism of a 
man looking at the final fact of life. 

Particularly, he has been considering what, 
after his death, shall be done with the wealth 
he has accumulated in the widget business. 
That is the subject of his column today and I 
give it here as Mr. Hillel has written it: 


‘MY WILL 

THE OTHER WEEK our factory turned out 
its 10 millionth widget and there was quite a 
celebration of the matter. We served lunch and 
beer to all the help and we had a band and 
I made a speech, waving the 10 millionth 
widget. 

I was very proud of the way the Hillel Cor- 
poration had produced all these widgets. We 
had begun with one widget a day and now 
a widget was practically rolling out of the 
machine each minute. 

To the approving shouts of all the workers, 
I announced a new goal: ‘One hundred million 
widgets before another year rolls around.’ 

But when I got back to my private office, 
I said to myself, ‘So what Hillel? What if you 
do make a million widgets in the next year 
and increase your wealth ten times? What are 
you going to do with all that money when you 
are dead?’ 

You see, that’s the trouble with a man like 
me who is addicted to writing a column even 
occasionally. He is always looking at his af- 
fairs from a columnar angle. There’s my chief 
competitor, Hercules Abernathy of the Ajax 
Widget Corp. He’s never disturbed philosophic- 
ally on account of his wealth and so manages 
to have a good time with it. Recently he mar- 
ried a Hollywood girl; she is the fourth wife 
he has had. He has enjoyed widgets. 

But here I found myself at the very peak of 
my career (the 10 millionth widget) thinking 
of my death and how to dispose of my wealth 
creditably when the time came. 

I took pencil in hand and began to sketch 
my will on a block of memorandum sheets. 
Shortly I found my thoughts about my last 
will and testament getting mixed up with the 
facts that I am a Jew. In what way, I asked, 





can I best express myself as a Jew in my 
will?..After pondering a couple of minutes I 
wrote as follows: ‘$100,000 for the encourage- 
ment and maintenance of a Jewish prophet.’ 

I figure that at the current rate of interest 
—about 2% in $1,000,000—there would be just 
about enough—$2,000—to keep a prophet per 
year. For a long time I have been painfully 
aware of the total lack of Jewish prophets, de- 
spite the good salaries our pulpits pay. 

So I have come reluctantly to the conclus- 
ion that maybe big salaries are no good for 
prophets. I am mindful that the prophets 
Elijah and Isaiah, Micah and Melachi worked 
without salary and, if I remember correctly, 
Elijah had to depend on ravens to feed him. 

Maybe, I thought, having to depend upon a 
congregation for a salary discourages authen- 
tic prophets, and what would Isaiah himself 
have amounted to if, in order to keep his in- 
come, he had to measure his words to the 
ideas of the K.K. Temple Anshe Geborim. 

So L have decided to endow a prophet in 
my will. I don’t believe that prophets should 
be allowed to starve and the $2,000 a year 
should just take care of one, comfortably but 
not richly. He’ll have sufficient to eat, a clean 
bed to sleep in and $30 suits to wear. That’s 
about enough.

MY WILL shall say: ‘This endowment shal! 
go to the person who can persuade Israel in 
the United States to follow him out of its lazy 
indifference; who can teach many Jews to 
feel about Judaism as many Christians feel 
about Christianity which they rgeard as the 
perfect way of life; who can cause Jews to 
understand that being Jewish is not a matter 
of fighting anti-Semites but has to do with the 
dignity of a man who knows the long way of 
his history and is not frightened by dogs bark- 
ing along the road; who can_teach every Jew 
to know that as a Jew he is under double ob- 
ligation of examplary behavior—to himself and 
to his people.’ 

This is my idea of a Jewish prophet worthy 
to be endowed with my $2,000 a year. He need 
not be ordained rabbi. He will have to drop 
whatever else more gainful he is doing in order 
to apply himself fully to the function of being 
a prophet in Israel, on a salary just about 
enough to keep him fed and decently clothed. 

I must confess that I am not entirely un- 
selfish in establishing’ this endowment for the 
encouragement and support of one Jewish 
prophet. You may have already guessed that 
as a widget manufacturer, I have felt quite 
frustrated in the real purposes of living. I 
want to make my death significant, anyway, 
by establishing a Jewish prophet in my will. 

People, at my funeral, may say: “There goes 
Hillel. All his life he made widgets but in the 
end he died well and that’s to his credit. He 
gave a start to a Jewish prophet. 

And even if my $100,000 fails to produce 
even one prophet it will serve at least to call 
attention to the great lack of Jewish prophets; 
so it will be a good investment, in any event.

. young boys’ eyes were 
filled with tears as he 
pored over the page of Talmud 
he was studying At last, he 
could not see to read, and he 
closed the book in despair. How 
could he study? His Rabbi and 
beloved teacher had gone away 
to lead a synagogue in the big 
city of Berlin, and Moses would 
never see him again. It was more 
than the 15-year-old lad could 
bear, for he did not have many 


’ friends. There was an ugly hump 


on his back, and people in the 
Dessau Ghetto laughed at the 
clumsy boy. He was shy too and 
stammered when he tried to talk. 
Only his Rabbi saw the fine mind 
in the misshapen body and en- 
couraged Moses with loving pa- 
tience. And now his friend had 
gone away. 

An idea came to Moses. He 
dried his tears, and taking his 
talith and prayer-book, he set off 
for Berlin on foot. He would go 
to his Rabbi and continue study- 
ing with him. 

It was very cold, and walking 
was difficult. By the time he 
reached the city of Berlin Moses 
was chilled through, hungry, and 
ready to drop with weariness. A 
guard stopped him at the en- 
trance to the city. When he 
learned that the boy was penni- 
less and had no relatives in Ber- 
lin, he ordered him to go back 
home and would not admit him. 
But Moses refused.to turn back. 
He pleaded with the guard to give 
him a chance to study with his 
beloved teacher. In spite of his 
stammering, he spoke with such 
earnestness and fire that the 
guard’s heart was touched and 
he opened the gate for the young 
student. 

NOW MOSES MENDELS-. 
SOHN could work with his teach- 
er again. But he lived in, dread- 
ful poverty. Sometimes one loaf 
of bread was all his food for a 
whole week. He would divide the 
loaf into seven portions and each 
day, he would eat one section, 
washed down with a little water. 

In Berlin, Moses learned that 
there was a whole world of 
knowledge which was closed to 
the Jewish people, because at that 
time they were not permitted by 
their leaders to study anything 


but the Bible and Talmud. Moses, 
alone in his attic room educated 
himself in German and in the 
science, history, mathematics and 
literature of the outside world. 

“Why should the Jewish people 
not learn about the outside 
world?” he wondered. “Why can 
they not be good Jews and good 
Europeans, as well?” 

THE FIRST THING to do was 
to find a way of teaching the 
Jewish people German so that 
they might read the many books 
on different subjects, which were 
written in that language and not 
in Hebrew. 

Almost every Jew knew the 
Bible and the Talmud. If he 
translated the Hebrew Bible into 
German, a Jew could compare 
the two books and learn the new 
language. This, Moses Mendels- 
sohn did. Many Jewish people 
took advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to learn about the world 
around them, and Jews came out 
of the darkness of the Ghetto to 
seek knowledge as men in a new 
world. 

Moses, himself made friends 
with learned people, Jews and 
Gentiles alike, and because of his 
fine mind, his pleasant manner, 
and brilliant conversation, people 
forgot about his hunched back 
and made him welcome every- 
where. 

THE GIRL HE LOVED was 
the beautiful daughter of a 
friend. Although she admired 
Moses, she. shuddered, at the 
thought of marrying a man with 
a hump on his back. One day she 
asked, “Moses, do you believe 
that marriages are made in 
heaven?” He replied, “Yes, I do. 
When I was born, my future wife 
was chosen for me, but I was 
told that she would have an ugly 
humpback. I said, ‘ Agirl with a 
misshappen back will be dread- 
fully unhappy. Let me have the 
hump and let my future wife be 
born beautiful.” The maiden 
laughed at his clever reply, but 
she was touched too by its wis- 
dom. Soon afterwards, they were 
married. Among their children 
and grandchildren were many 
famous men, of whom Felix Men- 
delssohn, the great composer, was

EVERAL requests have come to me for Passover Dishes—this 
time of the year! But I presume these are merely suggestions 

that we plan ahead, not a bad idea. And you can depend on it, Pass- 
over Dishes will have special attention in ample time, dear readers. 
However, Mrs. Joseph Tomber, South Bend, Ind., asks for a 
recipe for Passover Mead, (she spells it “Madd”), which should be 


- made long in advance and left to age in bottles or keg. She writes: 


“I surely enjoy your recipes in The National Jewish Post... anc 
if you have a recipe for Passover ‘Madd’, I wonder if you will 
please print it soon.” Yes, Mrs. Tomber, we are happy to know you 
enjoy our recipes and hope you will have success with the following 
one which you request, an old-fashioned beverage but a very de- 
licious one, any time of the year but especially at Passover time. 
Mead for Passover ~ 
(or other occasions 
2 lemons, sliced thin 
2 ounces dry hops, added 5 mih- 
utes after boiling 


5 gallons water 
4 gallons strained honey 
1% ounces white ginger 
(optional) 

Mix ail together and boil for 30 minutes, skimming carefully, 
before the hops is added and after. If the hops is tied in a cheese- 
cloth bag or square, it may be placed in the liquid before it begins 
to. boil. Stirring is necessary until the honey is completely dis 
solved. Let the Mead cool in the vessel in which it is boiled, then 
pour through a fine strainer or a double layer of cheesecloth, into 
a wooden cask where it can be left to ferment at room temperature 
for about 3 weeks. Do not fill the cask too full, and leave it un- 
corked until fermentation stops. If a deep amber color is desired, 
brown 1 cup of sugar over low heat and stir in a little of the Mead 
drawn from the cask and return the brown liquid to the cask when 
cold. It is ready for bottling and storing in a cool place, or may 
be left in the cask until ready to serve.

Miss Lee Yules of Manchester, Conn., writes, among other 
things: “Your recipes have appealed to me, due to the fact that 
they are so realistically Jewish, i.e., the terms you’ve used— 
“Lekach,” “Povidle,” “Kinidle,” etc.—they’re the exact expressions 
we use at home.” She also asks if sugar may be used in place of 
honey when making “Povidle.” Most certainly, if you have plenty 
on hand. In this case, honey is the substitute because of present 
day sugar shortage. And just in case you want to make a delicious 
old-fashioned Prune Butter, here’s the recipe: 

Prune Butter 
(Quick-easy Povidle) 
6 lbs. prunes Cold water sufficient to cover 
4 lbs. sugar prunes 

Soak the prunes in water about 6 hours, or overnight. Remove 
pits and cook in the liquid in which soaked until reduced to a pulp, 
about 30 minutes. Mash through a colander or strainer, and sugar 
and cook over low heat 10 minutes before increasing heat to moder- 
ate. Stir constantly with a wooden spoon, to prevent scorching. 
When thick and smooth, turn into sterilized jars or jelly glasses. 
Cover with hot melted paraffin for storage and keep in a dark 
corner of the closet to prevent discoloration. May be stored in a 
well covered glazed crock.

EWS of tremendous upsurges in member- 

ships of the large congregations through- 
out the United States continue to come in, yet 
as far as The Post knows no discussion, except 
in a desultory manner has been held of this 
problem, the ill effect of which not only is felt 
by the memberships involved, but also by the 
entire community.

What The A. J. Committee's New Policy Indicates 


HE American Jewish Committee which up 
T until this year could have been expected 
to follow instead of lead, and the majority of 
whose activities were conducted not under its 
own name, deserves a word of praise at this 
point for its outspoken endorsement of in- 
creased immigration into the United States and 
no discrimination in federal housing projects. 

Neither of these projects is in any way 
departures from Orthodox Jewish viewpoints, 
yet the manner in which the Committee acted 
and other moves of the organization in recent 
months, indicate a change in attitude and out- 
look. 

Of eourse this forthrightness, the exponent 


of which on the Jewish scene has been the 
American Jewish Congress, and groups like the 
Jewish War Vets, has by now become a com: 
mon trait of all Jewish groups. The cycle has 
been completed and the Jewish group in the 
United States has now become as direct in its 
activities as were the Jews of the United States 
of the last century. 

What these new tendencies mean for peace 
and cooperation in the American Jewish scene 
is obvious, for when the national organizations 
find their outlook and their programs very 
nearly alike, there can be competition between 
them only on the basis of vested interests and 
personalities.

+ presided most of the time, it is 
my duty not only to protest 
against your attempted smearing 
of Dr. Silver’s name but to state 
the facts fully and accurately as 
follows: 

1. The Political Committee was 
in session throughout the day, 
Sunday, October 27, from about 
9:30 a. m. to 6 p. m. except for 
a-brief intermission for lunch. 
The luncheon intermission was 
utilized by a sub-committee of 
the Political Committee to edit 
the major political resolutions. 

2. During the two sessions of 
the Political Committee—and its 
sub-committee—morning and aft- 
ernoon, Dr. Silver was elsewhere 
—attending the plenary sessions 
of the Convention, as is well 
known by all the delegates and 
representatives of the press who 
were there. 

3. Dr. Silver was therefore ab- 
sent from the sessions of the Po- 
litical Committee, taking no part 
in its deliberations except for a 
brief courtesy call, when he 
dropped in towards noon for a 
few minutes and briefly expressed 
his satisfaction with the general 
tenor of the resolutions under 
consideration. This brief visit, 
lasting only a few minutes, was 
the minimum courtesy due from 


“~wthe President of the Organiza- 


tion to the most important of 
the Convention committees. 

4. The question of inviting Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann to address the 


Political Committee had _ been- 


raised at the beginning of our 
deliberations, had been fully and 
fairly discussed pro and con at 
considerable length and disposed 
of by an overwhelmingly nega- 
tive vote of the Committee—long 
before Dr. Silver put in his brief 
appearance. Not having been 
there when the discussion took 
place Dr. Silver did not influence 
the decision of the Committee 
either by arguments or by his 
presence. . 

5. In the view of the great ma- 
jority of the Committee there 
was not sufficient ground for in- 
viting Dr. Goldmann since the 
point of view of the Jewish 
Agency could be and was ade- 
quately presented at great length 
by Mr. Louis Lipsky both in the 
Political Committee and later at 
the plenary session and it was 
also explained and defended by 
other Committee members. Dr. 
Goldmann’s personal conduct was 
not before the Committee and the 
political resolutions under consid- 
eration contained no reference 
whatever to that subject. 

6. The comment published by 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency as 
coming from Dr. Silver was 
therefore essentially correct. But 
for the few minutes of his cour- 
tesy call to which I referred, Dr. 
Silver was absent throughout the 
deliberations of the Political 
Committee and its subcommit- 
tee, lasting more than eight hours 
in all; and that brief visit came, 
as I pointed out, after the Gold- 
mann matter had been definitely 
disposed of and therefore had no 
bearing on the result. The state- 
ment in your editorial that “he 
attended and also made a short 
talk,” without further explana- 
tion or clarification, is calculated 
to leave the impression that Dr. 
Silver actually participated con- 
tinuously in the deliberations of 
the Committee and in the discus- 
sion regarding Dr. Goldmann— 
which is quite false and gravely 
impugns his integrity on _ the 
flimsiest ground. 

7. These are the essential and 
important facts. Any fair-minded 
person would agree that Dr. Sil- 
ver’s brief appearance before the 
Committee at one point and the 
fact that the statement pub- 
lished by the JTA did not cover 
that brief appearance is of de- 
cidedly minor importance, and 
that it is grossly unfair to seize 
upon it and to devote to it a 
whole editorial charging Dr. Sil- 
ver with deliberate falsehood. It 


is grossly unfair because his. 


brief appearance, which a more 
careful drafting of the statement 
would have mentioned, was of 
no importance in relation to the 


issue you have been continuously 
agitating—the decision of the 
Committee not to invite Dr. Gold- 
mann—and had no bearing upon 
that issue and no relevancy to 
it. Why then seize upon a minor 
and irrelevant inaccuracy and 
exploit it to drag Dr. Silver’s 
name through the mire? 

Dr. Silver’s character and repu- 
tation are above sniping and 
calumny and will not be affected 
thereby, but the reputation of 
your journal must suffer by at- 
tempts to call his probity into 
question so unfairly. 

I may add in conclusion that, 
in accordance with previously 
established procedure, the pro 
gram of the Convention was 
passed upon and fixed by the 
National Executive Committee of 
the ZOA at its final meeting on 
Friday morning, October 25, in 
Atlantic City. The question of 
inviting a spokesman for the 
Jewish Agency Executive to re- 
port and expound its viewpoint 
was fully considered and the 
choice fell on Mr. Lipsky who, it 
was felt, could make an adequate 
presentation without the risk of 
converting the political debate 
devoted to serious questions of 
principle and policy into a “gladi- 
atorial contest,” and exchange of 
personalities and personal re- 
criminations. Moreover both the 
Executive Committee and later 
the Political Committee as well 
as the Convention as a whole 
were undoubtedly influenced in 
their refusal to extend an invita- 
tion to Dr. Goldmann by the fact 
that he had aired his views in 
two press conferences prior to 
the Convention, delivering him- 
self of violent attacks upon Dr. 
Silver and the ZOA Administra- 
tion—an action which, coming on 
the eve of the Convention, was 
greatly resented by the majority 
of the Executive Committee and 
delegates. 

Fortunately the political dis- 
cussions both in the Political 
Committee and in the plenary 
sessions were kept on a high 
plane and were devoted to the 
serious political issues confront- 
ing us. Fortunately also the final 
outcome was a Set of resolutions 
adopted unanimously. The dig- 
nity of the proceedings and the 
unanimous agreement reached 
vindicated the wisdom of the 
course which was followed. 


As a matter of fairness and 
journalistic decency I request

OF ZOA CONVENTION IRRESPONSIBLE

Your Nov. 1 issue, covering the 
ZOA Convention, is being widely 
discussed here—and I must say 
that most of the comments I 
hear are not very complimentary 
to you, either as reporter or as 
editor. 


I must administer my own ver- 
bal spanking for what adds up to 
a pretty bad job of convention 
coverage. Your reporting is based 
on a mixture of boafdwalk re- 
marks, hastily overheard conver- 
sations, wild personal guesses of, 
your own and several peculiar 
contradictions. Perhaps Atlantic 
City food did not agree with you; 
at any rate, your reputation as a 
reliable and keenly observant 
newspaperman has suffered con- 
siderably. 


Let me give you a few exam- 
ples of what I mean. On page 2 
your news item reports that “the 
action -of the Convention repre- 
sented a clear-cut victory for Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver . . .” Yet your 
editorial on page 12 states that 
the Convention “was a victory 
for the Jewish Agency and in 
that sense a victory also for Dr. 
Nahum Goldman,” presumably 
at the expense of Dr. Silver. 
These two statements are difficult 
to reconcile. 


Again, your banner headline on 
page 2 trumpets forth: “Parti- 
tion Issue Aired, Defeated At 
Zionist Convention.” Yet your edi- 
torial says “. . . in the thinking 
of many leading Zionists parti- 
tion now is even welcome ... 
now partition is respectable .. .” 


At best, such contradictions 
represent irresponsible journa)- 
ism for they indicate muddled 
thinking and an inability to grasp 
issues as a whole. You were so 
excited about the little things— 
about what Rabbi Heller said in 
secret session, or what Mr. 
Torezyner whispered to a dele- 
gate—you were so overcome by 
the petty details that you com- 
pletely missed the significance of 
the Convention when viewed as 
an integral whole. 


I did not leave the convention 
before it was over, as you did. I 
did not come to sessions late, as 
you did in so many instances, and 
I think you failed completely in 
sizing up the mood and the tem- 
per of the delegates. The conven- 
tion was a resounding and over- 
whelming expression of Zionist 
opinion against partition. Who- 
ever attended the sessions and
